The Lisa is erasing and initializing the disk.

You inserted a Workshop Pascal System diskette out of sequence. \L\LThe 
correct diskette to insert at this time is the Lisa Workshop Pascal System 
\F9. \L\LThe Install will continue. 


PHRASE # 124 <Kind $2F00> 
Should the Lisa turn off or start up from the disk? \FEOff\FEStart Up 


PHRASE # 125 <Kind $6F00> 
The disk will be erased. Is it OK to continue? 


PHRASE # 126 <Kind $5F00> 
The Lisa could not repair the disk. 


PHRASE # 128 <Kind $5F00> 

The minimal Lisa Workshop Pascal System software has been installed. You 
may use the Workshop File Manager to install any remaining files that you 
need. 


PHRASE # 130 <Kind $3F00> 
The Lisa is turning off. Wait until the light in the Lisa on-off button 
goes off before disconnecting or turning off any attached disks. 


PHRASE # 133 <Kind $4F00> 
The complete contents of the micro diskette could not be copied. 


PHRASE # 137 <Kind $SF00> 
The disk has been repaired. 


PHRASE # 138 <Kind $4F00> 

The contents of the LisaGuide diskette can't be installed on the disk. 
\L\URefer to the Lisa Office System manual, Section A, Getting Ready - 
LisaGuide or the Lisa Owner's Guide under Lisa Fundamentals. 


PHRASE # 139 <Kind $4F00> 
The Lisa cannot use the diskette. If it is a Workshop Pascal System diskette, 
either the disk drive might be at fault or the diskette might be damaged. 


PHRASE # 141 <Kind $2F00> 
The current startup disk is \F9. \L\LClick OK to continue to use this disk. 
\L\LClick New Disk to select a different disk. \FDOK\FENew Disk 


PHRASE # 142 <Kind $4F00> 
The Lisa cannot write to the disk. Call a qualified service representative 
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for help. 


PHRASE # 143 <Kind $4F00> 

The entire contents of the micro diskette could not be copied because there 
is not enough room on the disk. If possible, you should start up the Lisa 
Workshop Pascal System and discard any unneeded items stored on the startup 
disk. Then the rest of this micro diskette's contents can be copied to 

the disk manually. See the Lisa Office System manual, Appendix A, Office 
System Error Messages, or the Lisa Owner's guide, Appendix under Insufficient 
Room on Disk. \L\LInstall will be stopped.

The Lisa Workshop Pascal System software was installed. The disk, however, 
needs some repair. \L\LThe Lisa will attempt to repair the disk now. 


PHRASE # 146 <Kind $5F00> 

The Lisa Workshop Pascal System software has been installed, but there 
is not enough room on the disk for Install to finish. Repair the disk 
and perform the Install again. 


PHRASE # 147 <Kind $5F00> 
The Lisa Workshop Pascal System software was not installed. 


PHRASE # 148 <Kind $2F00> 

The disk does not have a working set of Lisa Workshop Pascal System software 
installed on it. To be able to start up from the disk, you must reinstall 
all of the system software. \L\LNote: All the Lisa Workshop Pascal System 
micro diskettes must be loaded correctly during an Install if the disk 

is to contain a working set of system software. \L\LShould the Lisa turn 
off or go back to the Main menu? \FETurn of f\FEMain menu 


PHRASE # 160 <Kind $2F00> 

Do you want to use \F9? \L\LClick Cancel if you do not want to specify 

any disk to use at this time. \L\LClick OK if you want to select this disk.

There are no more disks attached to the Lisa. \L\LIf you want another chance 
to select a disk to use, click Retry; if you wish to return to the Nain

There are no usable disks attached to the Lisa. If there is a disk connected 
to the Lisa, verify that it is connected properly and that the disk is 
turned on.

The Lisa is locating any attached disks.
